COMMUNITY AWARENESS 


So you've heard of Parents' Council of Nashville, but you aren't sure just what it's 
all about. Well, this report is for YOU ! 

In August 1985 two Nashville mothers, Margaret Dye and Beth Campbell, met to discuss 
their mutual idea of the formation of some sort of parent information — support — 
networking mechanism among parents of pre-adolescent and adolescent youth. They 
researched the need for such an organization by talking to parents, headmasters, and 
local youth agencies, and they received strong support. In November 1985 an introductory 
meeting was held for representatives of area private schools. Enthusiastic response led 
to the inception of Parents' Council of Nashville, which stated its purpose as (1) to 
provide a handbook as a resource, guide, and support for parents, (2) to provide 
networking among schools and parents, and (3) to provide parents with continuing 
education and awareness about our children's world. 

Through diligent work of many interested parents and an advisory committee of 
professionals, with our own Ariail Seshul's expertise in combining all the information 
into handbook form, and with funding from four sources, A Delicate Balance was written, 
published, and distributed to charter schools by Fall '86. It features resources and 
encouragement for parents of Nashville youth, grades 4-12. Copies of A Delicate Balance 
are available to charter schools that choose to purchase them for new students each year 
(MBA does this!) Orders continue to come in from other people in our city, our state, 
and various areas of USA. 

With the handbook completed. Parents' Council then focused on networking and educa- 
tion of parents through newsletters and regular meetings. Since Spring '87 a newsletter 
has been published twice a year (spring and fall) featuring a calendar of coming events 
from schools, agencies, and organizations, and also notes of interest from schools, 
doctors, counselors, etc. (Watch for Spring '89 Newsletter — MBA mails it). Regular 
meetings have been held in April and October since 1987 with outstanding programs 
featuring speakers on current topics such as AIDS, Problems facing Nashville students, 
parties and proms. (Watch for details of April '89 meeting in next News & Views.) 

Due to the magniture of the all-inclusive effort of organizing Parents' Council of 
Nashville in 1985, it was decided to begin with 15 charter schools. The Council is 
composed of two representatives from participating schools. Each representatiuve 
serves a two-year term (MBA representatives for 1988—89 are Nancy Dunkerley and Angie 
Crawford.) Currently, any school can choose to send two representatives to be a part of 
Parents' Council and will therefore having voting privileges. Regular meetings and the 
handbook are available to all parents in the community. 

So now you know all about Parents' Council of Nashville!! If you have not focused 
in on Parents' Council before and would like to get involved, dust off your copy of A 
Delicate Balance, read that Parents' Council Newsletter when it arrives this spring, and 
plan to attend the April meeting (date TBA) . If you have questions, call Nancy 
Dunkerley (292-8502) or Angie Crawford (373-8960) . The success of Parents' Council 
depend on participation of all parents. Please join us!

MBA DEBATE TEAM 


The MBA Debate Team had a most successful weekend of competition at The Homewood 
Classic in Birmingham in early November. The undefeated junior varsity team of Craig 
Davis and Babu Paruchuri won first place in their division with Craig edging out Babu as 
the top individual debator in junior varsity. The varsity team of Jonathan Reeve and 
Eugene Park placed third in their division while teammates Yoon~Ho Yu and Hal Jones 
placed fifth. Additionally, both Jonathan and Eugene were named top individual debaters 
in varsity. The two MBA novice teams of Garrett Kyle and John Wesley placed fifth in 
the novice division, while novice teammates Jim Hill and Robert Howell placed ninth. 
Garrett Kyle was named one of the top individual novice debaters. In individual events. 
Brad Griffin placed second in humorous interpretation, and Johnny Lamb placed fourth in 
extemporaneous speaking. The Debate Team presented silver trays to Dr. Paschall and to 
the Mothers* Auxiliary. 

In early December the MBA Debate Team participated in the Hume-Fogg Invitational 
Tournament. The varsity team of Eugene Park and Hal Jones won first place in the 
varsity division with a perfect record. The other MBA entry of Craig Davis and Babu 
Paruchuri placed second. Meanwhile, the MBA novice team of Garrett Kyle and Robert 
Howell placed second in the novice division just edging out the MBA novice team of John 
Wesley and Warren Connally which placed third. In the novice Lincoln-Douglas division, 
first-time debater Alex Rogers placed third, barely going by teammate Renard Francois. 

The MBA Debate Team participated in the Hall of Fame Tournament at the University 
of Alabama over the weekend of January 27-28. Brad Griffin made his finest showing 
ever in individual events by sweeping two first-place awards in the highly competitive 
events of prose interpretation and humorous interpretation. Brad received 16 out of 18 
first-place rankings during the two days. The varsity debate team of Eugene Park and 
Hal Jones reached the elimination rounds with a perfect 6-0 record and were top seeded. 
The team reached semifinals before losing a 2-1 decision. Additionally, Eugene was 
second-place speaker and Hal was fourth-place. Renard Francois compiled a 3-3 record in 
Lincoln-Douglas Debate, as did the MBA novice teams of Garrett Kyle and Robert Howell as 
well as the team of John Wesley and Warren Connally. 

The month of February proved just as successful for the ever-winning MBA Debate 
Team. Both 2-man debate teams to represent the State of Tennessee at the National 
Speech Tournament this June in Denver, Colorado, are from MBA. The teams qualifying for 
the Nationals are Eugene Park/Hal Jones and Craig Davis/Babu Parachuri. 

On the 24th and 25th of February, the Debate Team competed at Vestavia Hills High 
School in Birmingham. Leading the way for MBA again was senior Brad Griffin, who placed 
first in humorous interpretation. The varsity team of Jay Kahlon and Eugene Park placed 
third while Craig Davis and Babu Paruchuri were in quarterfinals. Willie Gray was a 
quarter! inalist in varsity debate. In novice debate the team of Garrett Kyle and Robert 
Howell were number one seed after the preliminary rounds as the only undefeated team 
among the 32-team field. The other MBA novice unit of John Wesley and Behdad Shahsavari 
(competing in his first tournament) reached the elimination rounds. Unfortunately, 
Garrett and Robert were upset in the quarterfinals. 

In Lincoln-Douglas Debate in the novice division, the two MBA entries of Renard 
Francois and Alex Rogers reached the semifinals in different sides of the bracket in the 
24-person field. Overall the MBA team effort triumphed for First Place Debate 
Sweepstates with 86 points to edge out Mt. Brook High School of Birmingham with 83 
points and a distant Woodward Academy of Atlanta. 


James Gooch was a participant in the Tennessee Speech and Drama League District 
Speech contest on February 24. In the category of after-dinner speaking, James placed 
second in the District and has qualified to compete in the State Finals in April at 
Johnson City. Johnny Lamb participated in the Student Congress at Vestavia Hills High 
School the same weekend and was nominated for the Most Outstanding Member of the 
Congress. 

The other MBA unit consisted of seniors Marion Southall, Jay Binkley, Rabin Nimmo, 
and Brian Stephenson; juniors Steve Anderson, David Lott, Martin Roberts, Winston 
Caldwell, Brett Stahlman, and Simon Westlake; sophomores Will Gray and David Mason. 

The MBA Mock Trial Team did what the two previous units were unable to do: finish 
first place in the Nashville district and qualify for the Tennessee State Finals in 
April. This year’s winning unit edged Harpeth Hall 8 ballots to 7 ballaots to take the 
first-place plaque in the competition sponsored by the Tennessee Young Lawyers 
Association. The 10 MBA boys on the winning team were seniors Richie Gann, Lawrence 
Berman, Rhoads Hall, David Strayhorn, Jason Burroughs, and John Hays; juniors Renard 
Francois and David Trainer; and sophomores Babu Paruchuri and Charles Israel. 

Plaintiff’s Attorneys for the Red Team were Renard Francois and Richie Gann; the White 
'Team , Simon Westlake, Marion Southall, and Steve Anderson. Plaintiff’s Witnesses for 
the Red Team Jason Burroughs, Rhoads Hall, and David Strayhorn; for the White Team , Jay 
Binkley, David Lott, and Will Gray.

Competition at BGA on March 10 and 11 brought recognition to Brad Griffin. He 
became the first person in the history of Montgomery Bell Academy to qualify for the 
National Speech Tournament in the area of ’’Humorous Interpretation!’ Brad will represent 
Tennessee this summer at the national competition in Denver. His winning humorous 
selection was a cutting from Actor’s Nightmare . Join Brad from the 38-person field will 
be competitors from Battle Ground Academy and Harding Academy in Memphis.
